At the election of 
Popes (at least, so Bayle’s story goes), one duty—ever since Pope 
Joan’s time—is to ascertain that your Pope is a man. In the case

} want a man, but a lay figure. Meanwhile, commercial difficulties in 
Paris thicken; and the Emperor gives wonderful balls. The great 
strength of one kind of Imperialism is its upholstery. 

Apropos of Imperialism, we see some of our contemporaries bint- 
ing that the Rossian Archduke was but unceurteously received in 
England, We ourselves incline to believe so. Surely, it is not like 
a great country to be sulky with your enemy when the fight is over. 
Every Englishman who visited Russia after the war met courtery 
there. What say the Kars men? We think our public bodies acted 
but shabbily. What was Sir Charles about? Peel’s fault it could 
not be, for he is out of the Admiralty, and could suggest no banquets 
or reviews. However, the Grand Duke bas much to be obliged to us 
for: we never touched his Cronstadt fleet! Perhaps he will now 


| think that we ought to have been more forward both in peace and war,

That is the 
way England pays those who attend the poor, ‘They are petitioning 
Parliament to help them, and are praying for fixed salaries at a more 
reasonable average. We hope Parliament will listen to them, and 
force the Poor-law Board to increase their payment. But we scarcely 
hope it at present; because Parliament is so indifferent. to mere 
questions of justice and mercy; because the session is waning; and 
because greediness is one feature in that shopkeepiug character which 
makes itself so strongly felt in our internal affairs, The Poor-law 
is administered with a view to making poverty miserable and burying 
it cheap; and with such a theory about the poor, how expect justice 
for those doctors of the poor?—of one of whom—old Levett—Dr. 
Johnson says 80 admirably :—

The “book-hawking ” movement has been also under way again;

A slight observation 
of the way holidays are spent now a-vays may easily be made at this 
season, and ought 10 convince these wiseacres that something stronger 
than twaddle is needed to rouse the faculties of propie in this hard- 
working, materialistic age. ; 

We are glad to see that the Commissioners appointed to investizate 
the subject of Superannnasion in the Civil Service hare made a report 
favourable to the claims of civil servants. [1 is impossible to go into 
the old story of the wrongs of that class, just now ; it is disereditable 
to the conalry that it should be au old sicry ; bui we read with piea- 
sure that “the salaries of the civil servants are to be really what they 
purport to be ;” or, ia plaia Euglish, that the Commissioners recom- 
mend the abolition of an old sham and fran’, ‘There are many such 
extant in ail departments of our life just now: malifarious are the 
“recommendations” of commissionsrs public end privete—appointed 
and epontancous. The age, too, so far from being jealous of change, 
is open aud willing to consider any change whatever ;—yet, somesow, 
our reforms advance but slowly, and we caunot say we are particularly 
hopeful abont them at the preseut time. 


THE KING OF BAVARIA IN FRANCE. 

Tne King of Bavaria seems to be redeeming the ereait of Royal visitors 
to Fracee. [is “ visits to remarkable places” exhibit more the spirit of 
kindly interest than of selfish investigation ; and moreover, his Majesty 
deigns to be entertained whenever he is iéted. ile even aveepts invitations 
to dine with the Ministers of State, aud, as lie has begun, will very pro- 
badly run the roned of the whole Cabmet. Old sticklers for etrnyuette 
among the diplomatic corps seem horrified at his Majesty coudescenuing 
to take his commons with aay oue under the rank of au Imperial Prince ; 
but, says a correspondent of the “ Times,” perpetrating a pun which will 
probably lead to his being conducted across the frontier, the Aing does not 
seem to mind the comments, provided the commons are good. 

A few evevings sioce, his Majesty was entertained at a ball at the Hotel 
de Ville, where about six thousand persons congr'gated. The affair was 
altogether most brilliant, and the heartoness with which his Majesty entered 
into the spirit of the entertainment, acted apon the whole assembly im the 
happiest manner, It was soon apparent that the king looked on dancing 
in a very conscientious manner, as he did not content himself with merely 
walking listlessiy through a quadrille, as “a trick of custom,” but really 
danced in the real meansng of the word, and, what is more, danced grace- 
fully and well. The result was, that all the other personazes were oblized 
to throw a little life into their movements; and listlessness every where 
disappeared. 

The King, who rarely sat down, appeared to afford a pleasurab'e object 
to the contemplation of the ladies, who crowded uveut inu, it i said— 
but it must be mere valgarity to speak so of ladies—witli more curiosity 
than politeness. They certainly seemed to distress x Bavarian officer, 
who became literally hemmed in by far-expandiay eclends of silk and 
muslin. He bore his captivity with great patiewcs, bul & was Uiought 
at one time that he would have had to cut his way out.

The 
Republican party, hovever, seems 10 have decided on putting forth a cer- 
tain number of candidates; among these are General Covaignac, MM.

much !00 soon, 


The adv inisiration of charity in Be'gium sinee 1830 has been eanie 

pirtely secularised und concentrated in the hands of the civil power. Re. 
gous congregations and members of the clergy of every denom nation 
are legally incapable ot receiving or distribwing alms and biquests 
destined for the poor. This distribution ys mace by two institutions 
cially appointed for the purpose; the Adminisirations Hospitaberes and 
the Bureanx de Bienfarsance, !] bequests to religious congregations are 
pull and void, and all donations in favour of the poor are remitted t 
above-named iostitutions. It will thus ce seen that Beizium enjiys a Jaw 
more limited in its application than our Jaw of mortmain, but still 
afordirg a protection against the priest to the dyixg citizen aad his 
family. 

The Government introduced a bill proposing that it (the Government) 
shon'd have the power. by a simple deeree under the King’s hand, ot can- 
celling this order of things, and of conferring on Teligivus congrevations

The re- 
solution adopted by the King is the wisest that conld be taken nnder the 
eircumstavces. Lt will probably restore peace and order, by viving the 
Government an opportunity of quirtly dropping their obnuxions measure 
without the appearance of yielding to public clamour.

season, or locality, and is not suaposed to have been mmporied from abroad ; that 
it is fdentreal itt the lumgensenche, of pulmonsry murrain. now prevalent in 
Mecklenburg, Holstein, ard eleewhere ; and thet it hae no altinity with the rine 
derpest or steppe wurrain, with whieh it has been cow ounded by some Engl sh 
writers, It appears that mext derived from smmals sufferi: g trom the pulmo- 
Wary murrain, acd probably other ciseases, is commonly and extensively sod in 
London and elsewhere tor homan tocd, bul that there is no Saticiactory proof 
thet the conscquences of consuming it ure directly injurious.

THE FRENCH IN SIAM. 

Our readers will, we dare say, recollect the notice which we gave in our 
paper for March 28 (No. 101) of Sir John Bowring’s interesting volumes 
on Siam. This work, «8 we stated at the time, embraced a narrative of 
Sir John Bowring’s reception at the Siamese Court, to which he was accre- 
dited plenipotentiary, with a view of negociating that commercial treaty 
of which we are now deriving the benefit. No sooner had the news of 
these proceedings reached Europe, than our French neighbours, following 
in our wake, seat M. de Montigny, then Consul at Shanghai, forthwith to 
Siam, and the result is that they have just concluded atreaty of navigation, 
commrrce, and friendship, with the rulers of that couutry. The reception 
giveo to the French Plenipotentiary on the part of the two kings, and the 
officials with whom he wes brought in contact, was of the most cordial 
character. The mission of M. de Chaumont in the time of Louis XIV. 
was referred to; and it was evident that the visit was held in pleasant re- 
membrance by the people. 

On the 29th of June, 1856, writes our correspondent, a member of the 
French Plenipotentiary’s suite, we embarked on board the steamer 
Marceau, aod accompanied by the war-sloops Capricieuse and Catinat, 
sailed for Bangkok, off which we anchored on the 9th of July, when M. de | 
Montigny immediately and formally announced his arrival to the Governor 
of Packnam, one of the most important harbours on the river Menam. | 
The following day we were visited by the Minister of Marine, who in the | 
name of his Royal master came to welcome us, and to inform us that | 
the Prime Mivister had been sent especially to meet us, to superintend our | 
disembarkation, and to compliment us, which was done with the forms pecu- | 
liar to Eastern nations. On landing we found a corps of infantry in Kuro- | 
pean costume, and a park of artillery drawn up to receive us. The latter gave | 
us a salute of seventeen guns, and we passed through the lines of soldiery, 
on our way to the Xa/aoum, who waited our arrival beneath an awning. 
The meeting was extremely cordial, and the Ka/aoum handed to M. de 


We soon after left for Bangkok, situated on the river Menam, about 
twenty miles from its mouth. We were escorted by a considerable num- | 
ber of barges, rowed by men dressed entirely in red. The banks of the | 
river were crowded with people, who had hoisted the Siamese flags, and | 
who cheered us as we passed. At night we anchored off the forts of | 
Bangkok, aud as soon as we landed the Minister of Foreign Affairs and | 


| other officials came to meet us, and at once conducted us to the palace 


which the king had set apart for our use. Having conducted us through | 
the various apartments, and informea us that the kings wished to receive 
us at a private audience on the following day, they left us to partake of 
refreshments, served on massive gold and silver plate. 

On the following evening, at seven o'clock, sedan chairs were sent to 
convey us to the Royal palace, which, on our arrival, we found brilliantly 
illun.inated. We were received under a covered portico by a host of officers 
and pages ; and with some difficulty made our way through the crowds of regal 
attendants and courtiers who thronged and lounged about the staircases, 
and blocked up the doorways leading to the apartments occupied by their | 
Majesties. We were received by the first king with much affability, After | 
desiring M. de Montigny to sit by his side, he conversed with him both in 
English and Siamese, occasionally having recourse to an interpreter.

The first King, called the Great King, is of ordinary stature. His 


| countenance has diguity of expression, and, above all, intelligence, 


He was dressed in the modern costume—a close-fitting tunic, made 
of pale blue silk, and elaborately embroidered with gold; a pair of 
brown silk drawers, similarly embroidered; and a black cap, surmounted 
by a large diamond, and having a brilliant emerald in the front. The 
lower part of his legs were naked, but he wore slippers made of a black 
material, not leather, richly ornamented with gold. His fingers were 
loaded with rings, and on his breast were displayed some splendid diamond 
jewels. From his conversation he appeared to be well read in European 
works on history and the reiguing dy \asties. He has a perfect knowledge 
of the ancient and Oriental languages, Sanscrit, Bali, &c.; is a better mo- 
dern linguist than any of his subjects ; has some kuowledge of Latin; and 
knows enough of English to enable him to write it with tolerable facility. 
To his numerous titles he is proud to add that of professor of languages. 
He seemed disappointed that he had not received any letters from the 
Emperor, and several times asked M. de Montigny the reason. The latter 
replied that his August Master only wrote to those sovereigns with whom 
he had relations, and with whom international treaties already existed. 
“ Nevertheless,” said M. de Montigny, “the Emperor, wishing to send your 
Majesty some mark of his high regard, has charged me to present to you his 
portrait and that of the Empress.” 
This seemed to remove all dissatisfaction from the mind of the king, who 
hastened to make known to his courtiers the consideration of the Emperor. 
It was now arranged that we should be officially received two days hence, 
when the portraits of the Emperor and Empress were to be formally pre- 
| sented to his Majesty. The following day was entirely occupied in active 
| correspondence between M. de Montigny and thetwokings, From early 
| morning till long after midnight, a crowd of pages and officers continued to 

arrive without interruption with messages ‘from their Majesties, and an

enormous quantity of flowers was sent by ladies of the palace, arranged in | 
the form of crowns, diadems, garlands, birds, and even elephants. 

On the morning of the day appointed for our public reception, M. de 
Montigny had the portraits uncovered in the audience chamber of our resi- 
dence. They were copies from Winterhalter’s fine portraits, and were 
painted life size. As soon as it was known that the portraits were visible, 
all the ministers and courtiers came rusbing to gaze upon them, which | 
many continued to do for upwards of a couple of hours. | 

From early morn the river had a very festal appearance. Flags were | 
flying in all directions, and boats of every form and size were passing and | 
repassing our residence, waiting to form in the procession. At 1 P.M. | 
we set out. The King had sent several boats to convey our crews, who, | 
preceded by fife and drum, led the way. Then followed a large boat rowed 
by sixty men in scarlet livery, in this boat the portraits of the Emperor | 
and Empress were placed under a richly-gilded canopy. At 2 P.M. we | 
arrived at the Royal palace, and as soon as the boat which carried the | 
portraits appeared in sight, a salute of twenty-one guns was fired in their | 
honour ; and as we landed we were also honoured with a salute of seventeen 
guns, ‘The seamen marched first with the portraits; then came M. de 
Moutigny and the officers, in sedan-chairs, according to their rank. 

The singular variety of costumes and equipments presented a coup d’ceil 
altogether without parallel. Not only were there gathered together sol- 
diers of five different races, each clad in his distinctive garb, and each 
seeming more oddly attired than his comrades; not only were there the 
war elephants filteen feet high, towering above the ranks, with the drivers 
seated on their necks; but, distinguished among the gorgeous clad multi- | 
tude, appeared the rounded forms of the soldier women, the Amazons, who | 
form the body-guard of the King. | 

At last we reached the building which contains the hall of audience. 
All about it were ranged 500 or 600 men, carrying long drums, which they 
struck from time to time with stags’ horns. 

According to etiquette, we waited some minutes before the door, while 
the ceremony of asking and granting admission was gone through, and , 
then the portals were thrown open. 

‘The hall into which we entered was very long, and two ranges of square 
columns extended on each side throughout its entire length. The 
walls were literally covered with gilding, and the ceiling was entirely 
hidden by a profusion of lamps and chandeliers, of various ages 
and countries. The sight which burst upon us as we entered this 
gorgeous reception-room was equally new and striking. With the 
exception of a small space in the middle, the floor was entirely occupied by 
Princes of the blood, the Ministers, and great dignitaries of the Court, who 
were all seated after the manner almost universal in the East, and 
who were all dressed in rich gold brocade. Holding their heads bent in 
front, they sat motionless as Egyptian sphinxes. Opposite the entrance 
doorway, at the extreme end of the hall, sat the King under a dais, | 
He was covered with gold brocade and precious stones, and bore on 
his heal a high crown, glittering with jewels, and terminating in a 
point, where shone a brilliant as large as a nut. The King was good 
enough to exhibit this jewel to us afterwards, as well as the rest of the 
crown jewels. The crown itself weighed more than ten pounds, so that 
when his Majesty sat in state he was doomed to no slight physical exertion. 

Profound silence reigned through this vast hall, and the general effect 
was not merely striking, but solemn. 

M. de Montigny advanced alone to the throne, before which he bowed 
three times, and then addressed his Majesty in French, explaining the ob- | 
jects of his mission. The English translation of this speech was also sent 
to the King, who replied in very gracious terms, alluding to the fact 
that since the time of Louis XIV., no ambassador or vessel from France 
had reached the shores of Siam. He expressed his gratification at seeing 
the terms of friendship which existed of old between the French and 
the Siamese renewed under his reign. He stated that he had assembled 
all the princes of the blood and other chief personages of the king- 
dom, for the purpose of presenting them to the Envoy of the French 
monarch, } 

_The Royal speech ended, the sound of a bell was heard, and his Majesty 
disappeared behind a brocade curtain. Everybody then simultaneously 


recovered the use of their legs, and the great dignitaries surrounded M. de 
Montigny, and offered him their congratulations. 

The Minister of Foreign Affairs afterwards conducted us to the Royal 
pagoda, where the war elephants were exhibited to us, with various 
other interesting objects contained in the palace, which is of such 
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extent as to form a little town, in the interior of Bangkok, A repast 
wos then served to us. Towards the end of the dioner M. de Maon- 
tigny proposed three hurrahs in honour of the King, which were imme- 
diately followed by cries of “Vive VEmpereur!” We then arose, and 
returned, saluted by salvos of artillery, in the same manner as we had arrived .

TREATY WITH THER UNITHD STATRS ON HONDURBAS. 

In anexerto Mr. Disrwcli, ord Parmerston said, that last year two trealies 
were negociated by this country—one with the United Staves, the other with 
Honduras. The treaty wih the l.tter related to the Bay Islends, ard the object 
was that those ismeds should not be military stations. The treaty with the 
United States was for the purpose of settling the differences with Central 
Am rica, viz., Nicaragua, Costa Rica, and the Mosquito territory. Another part 
of it referred to the cession of the Bsy Islands to Honduras, the object being to 
bind this country aud the United States to that cession. The treaties were 
issued in Buglapd, aud sent to Washington and Honduras. Tuere had been bo 
official account of the agreement of Honduras to phat treaty. The treaty with 
the United States was sent to th: Senate, altered im one important particular, 
and sent back to this country. The senate had no doubt arightto mediy a 
treaty; but it was not possible for this country to get a treaty which had been 
altered. If this eouatry was will'ng to adopt the alterations in the treaty, it 
would be vecessary that a vew treaty should be signed. The Gover: went 
waived objections to the changes, except one, which omiited ali mention of the 
convention between Horduras and this country 2s to the cession of the Buy 
Islands; thus making it appear that we had wade au nnconditional cesson of 
those islands. The Government had made a proposal fur the modification of that 
alteration, which was still under wegociation. 

Mr. Disnagut assed whether the alteration was not communicated to our 
Minister at Washington, and whetber an ang ser wes bot made to that commani- 
cation before the treaty was sent here to ve ratified. 

Lord PaLMeaston suid that no doubt the ulteration was communicated by

“Nino” has been revived at her Majesty's Theatre, afler a repose of 
pine sears, for the edad of Signor Corsi, a baritove, woe has lately had a 
great #1 ecess 0 Paris, and who is in fact one of the three » baritones 
of the day—one of the /wo great ones in a histrionic po of view; for 
certuiply no one but Roncori could have played the part o: Nino so power- 
fully avd pathetically as Siznor Corsi did on Duesday evening. 

“Nino,” it is known, is the name given in England and other countries, 
where scriptural subjects are considered unfitied ‘or representation on the

Mademoiselle Balfe is fair, of about the same temperaneat as Jenny 
Lind, of middle height, slender in figere, grace'ul both in movement and in 
manner, and youthtal almost to gidivhuess. Her voice is a pure soprano, 
slightly veiled (which, however, niay be partly the result of excessive study), 
not very penetrative, but highly sympathetic. This latter quality, even if 
Mademoiselle Bul.e’s voice had not been highiy ecabivated, would have 
enabled her to sing batlads in a charming munner; but, thanks to the 
admirable method and the great executive powers which she possesses, she 
is now equally successiul in passages of the greatest simplicity, and in the 
most difficult drarwra music. 

A debutante always fincs herself in this dilemma: she youst either appear 
in a part which is associated with all the greaiest singers, or she must 
choose one which is comparatively unknown, and which, in this ease, is 
sure to be superiatively unpopular. However, to appenr in the “ Sonnam- 
bula” was at once to challenge comparison with Viardot, Jenoy Lind, 
Matibran, Persiani, and alt the soprano celebrities of the lvst twenty yeurs; 
while, at the same time, it might be urged as reasons for doing so, that the 
music is eternally pleasing, and that there is, at the present moment, no 
singer on either of our operatic stages who takes the part of © Amisa.” 

How Macdemoiseile Bille was xt first somewhat nervous, how her ner- 
vousness gradually disappeared before the warmth of the general appro- 
bation, and how she was ultimately honow ed with something more than 
what the “Morning Herald” in its recent criticism on nothing st all, 

called “ the customary ovation,” is not this writtea in the columns of our 
morning contemporaries, and indeed in the chronicles of every successful 
début that ever took place? Without following the dééutante through the 
ent.re opera, we will merely state that she was especially good in the sleep- 
walking scene of the second act (the few slowly drawn-out notes which 
she sings before lying down on the bed, being given with exquisite pathos), 
and again in the sleep-walking scene of tne third act. Without being a 
great actress (how could she be anything of the kind, this being her “ first 
appearance on any stuge?”) Mademoiselle Balle has certainly con-iderable 
dramatic instinct, and we have no doubt that long before she has lost 
those qualities of youth and frestiness, for which scarecly snything can 
compeusate, she will also exhibit histrionic telent of no ordinary degree. 
We must not omit to state, that the air of the first act, and the finale to 
the last, as sung by Mademoiselle Balfe (and very brilliantly she sings 
them), are “embellished” in the most elxborate manner. Certainly, if the 
“Sonnambula” had just been produced at the Royal Italian Opera for the 
purpose of introducing Reilini’s music to the publ'c for the frst time, there 
would be some justice in objecting to this excessive ornamentation ; but as 
it was, Mademois lle Balie was not playing for the sake of the “ Son. 
nambula,” the “Sonnambula” was being played for the sake of Ma- 
demoisel e Balfe, and it was desired naturally enough to exbibit all her 
vocal and executive qualities in as sfriking 2 manner as possible. Alto- 
gether, the young vocalist may fairly congratulate herself on her success, 
Great as it was, auything less would certainly have been a disappointment 
to the public, who felt that the daughter of so eminent a musician as 
Balte was bound to be more than ordinarily accomplished. 

Some unthinking persons have alrevdy asked why an English young lady, 
the daughter of a well kuown Kuglishmen, calls herself “ Mucemoiselle.” 
The answer is evident enough, it being very well known that the “ Madame” 
and “ Mademoiselle” are adopted generally, in order to avoid the intro- 
duction of several different languages in the same bill. In the absence of 
this rule, what polyglot affairs musical programmes would be! To say 
nothing of one Spanish and one Russian dancer at her Mojesty’s Theatre 
(Perea Nena ana Katrine); we have singers and musicians now belore the 
public, from at least half a dozen different countries. Such, for instance, 
as Miss Balfe, Mademoise le Didiée, Signora Bosio, Fiau Devries ( up- 
posing “Frau” to be the Durch for “ Madame,” which we doubt); while 
at the Philharmonic we shoald have “Gospodin” Nubinsteia, tie dis- 
tinguished pianist from Russia, 

The announcementthat Rossiai’s “Stabat Mater” would be performed 
at the Crystal Paiace on Friday, attracted a large audience, whom, how- 
ever, the great work apparently tniled to impress, [t was, in faet, by no 
means carefully sung ; a general ind flerence seemed to prevail over the 
voealists—chorus and ell—proclaiming itself as much in gesture as in 
voice. Nevertheless, they were good singers, including Grisi, Murai, 
Didiée, Mario, Roseoni, Tagliatico, and Neri Baraldi. Grisi and Mario 
satistied us least—comparing ability with performance. The duet, “ Quis 
est homo,” was, however, very well executed by Malle. Didi¢e and Malle. 
Marai. 

The “Stabat Mater” was followed by a miscellaneous selection, opening 
with the overture to “La Gazee Ladra,” which was played exquisitely. 
Madame Bosio in the “ Vedrsi carino,” from “Don Giovenni,” sang with 
equal taste snd effect, and obtained—what she would wijlingly have cis- 
pensed with, perhaps—an encore, Malle. Parepa, whose débat at the 

Yerum we noticed last week, was equally uvsuccessiul in the performance 
of “O ince di quest? avima,” that is, sie was encered, On the whole, 
the second peri of the concert went much better than the first; which, 
after all, might have been expected, perhaps. 

At the Surrey Gardens, M. Julien, determined to keep up with the times, 
has brongit out x new galop in honour, sud under the title, of “The 
Comet,” which has pro.nced an appropriate blaze of triumph.

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THE AMERICAN STEAM CORVETTE NIAGARA. 
THE visit of the Amerecan steam corvette Naegera to this country has 
excited cousider public attention, which has be ‘

€o increased by the fact 
! ultaneously with a debste iu the House of 
i which (le merits of steam ships of war were coutrasted with 
those of sa ling slips, and the uses of large ships with those of small. 
Before proceeding further, we insy state that the Niwjera is without 
exception the ug iest ship of war we have ever seen. On visiting her at 
Gravesend, we approached her on the bow, and looked in vain for a single 


st si 


beauty of form about her, Her bow appenred to be one great plane, and | 


her side another, the two being very differently inclined, of course, and 
breaking into each other with a harsh, sudden curve, on which the light 
struck su s.iarp'y that it produced a positively painful impression, Besides 
this, the shade lies so deeply along her long flat side, tint she seems 
actually to narrow 1a midships, where she shou!d, of course, be broadest. 
Further, she bas no knee of the head whatever, but an alm st upright 
stem, and consequently ixeks altogether that appearance of haste aud eager- 
ness which cliuracterises « vessel with a long and graceful knee. Her sheer 
is enormons, aud impresses one against his will with the feeling that her 
constructor expected her to break or “ hog” greatly, and made allowance 
for the change. Nor does she convey any sense of excessive magnitude 
when viewed externally, although, when you have boarded her, aud look 
away from one end of her spsr-deck to the other, it is difficult to realise 
the fact that you have but a 12-gun corvette before you, We do not over- 
rate these defects ui ‘orm, but having so often admired, and justly admired, 
the real beauty of many of our men-of-war, we could not refrain from men- 
tioning them, . 

The Niagara isa vessel 845 feet long over all, 55 feet in extreme breadth, 
and when equipped for sea, will dray 26 feet of water. Her burden is 
upwords of 5,000 tons. Her armament is to comprise twelve Ll-inch guns 
or Dalilgren’s principle, and these are to fire shelis, She is propelled by 
epg nes having three cylinders 6 feet in diameter and of 3 feet stroke, eneh 
engine beng complete im itself, and capable of working without the others. 
Her propeller is 1S feet 3 inches in diameter, and is provided with means 
for vatyimg the p teh, being at present set to a maxiaeum piteh of 32 feet. 
She is said to have attained a speed of 15 kuots per hour under full steam 
power; bat if we set it down at 12 knots, we shall probably do her more 
then justice; for when she was tried at New York she attained no more 
than 11 knots. 

Her coal bunker expacity is only about sufficient for twelve day»? full 
steaming, if so much, Ifer ewpacity for stores is so much below what it 


| should be, that her water-tanks arc constructed to fit down to the bilges, 
filling the space between the keelsons (which it is essential should be left 


open and srranged for easy clesning in warm climates). When the ship 
was comairnced, 100 teet was given up to engines, boilers, and coal-hunks ; 
but since ber internal capacity has been found so small, seven feet of this 
space has been taken off, which has reduced the coul capacity toa very low 
point for her power. On the berth deck the officers’ quarters are very 
Toomy, and veenpy a large portion of it; while the furward part, devoted 
tothe crew, will (considering the number that oceupy it) be found very small 

We now come to the armament of this unique engine of war. All the 
size, all the engiie power, and all the sailing power of the Niagara will 
have but the one object of sustaining, and carrying about at a high speed, 
twelve great shel guns, ‘lhis is the purpose for which she is made of 
5,000 tens displacement, and ot enormons length, breadth, depth, and steam. 
power, and has (or is to have) a crew of 750 men. The question arises,— 
is the end worthy of the means ? 

Now, in our own navy we have two new classes of steam ships—frigates, 
which carry gurs on both the spar and the main decks. The first of these 
comprises the Emerald, the Liffey, the Shannon. &e., each of about 3,700 
tons Nacement—two-thirds of that of the Niagara ; avd each manued 
with 560 men—nearly 200 less than the Niagara carries. These vessels 
have on the main deck 30 8-inch guns, aud on the upper deck 20 32- 
pounders, and 1 G8-pounder. ‘Che mean speed of the Shannon, ascer- 
taind by trial in S'oke’s Bay, on the Sth of June, 1856, was nearly 12 
knots (acenrately 11°8 knots) per hour. They draw, when fally equipped 
for sen, 21 feet of water forward and 22 feet ait—4 feet Jess than the 
Niagara. The cost of constructing one of these ships wonld fell short of 
that of the Niagara, if built in England, by many thousands of pounds, and 
the cost of maintenance in the two cases would, exclusive of the cost 
of fuel, be roughly in proportion to the number of men: that is, as 550 to 
750, or as 11 to 15. 

The second c'nss of these new frigates comprises the Diadem, Doris, &c., 
each of about 3500 tous cisplacement—alvo about two-thirds of that of 
the Nimgara ; and cach manned with 473 men—nearly 300 less than the 
Niagara carries, These vessels have on the main deck twenty 10-i0. 
shell guns; and on the upper deck ten 32-pounders, and two 68-pounders, 
The speed of these ships will be much greater than that of the Shannon, 
as, though of smaller diensions than she, their engines are of considerably 
greater power, the nominal horse-power in the one cass being 600, and 
Jo the other 800, The Diadem and Doris, when fully equipped for sea, 
will draw 19 feet of water iorward and 20 feet aft—é feet less than the 
Niagara. The cost of constructing one of these frigates is still less con- 
siderauly than that of the class first described, and the cost of maintenance 
is also reduced in proportion to the number af men, as before. 

Although a frigate of the Emerald class could have many advantages 
over one of the Diadem class, yet, as the latter has a speed unquestionably 
equal to that of the Necgara, we will confine our attention to the smaller 
Ingate, Let us then imagine that the Diadem with her thirty-two guns 
meets in battle the far more bulky and costly Niagara with her twelve 
guns, and let them fight first in close sction, and secondly at long range. 
First, ther, while near her foe, the Diedem opens fire with ten 10-inch shell 
guns, five 32-pounde:s, and two 68-pounders, the latter being pivot guns, 
and caprble of being fired both on the same side of the stip. The 
Niagara revuros the tire with seven 1Lineh shell guns. Now, supposing 
the broadsides of exch are discharged with equal rapidity, we shail have 
the Diadem detivering ten LO-ineh shells for every seven of the Niagara's 
Ll-inch, and surely the combatants would not be unfairly matched it these 
sheil guns sloue were fought. But in addition to these, the Diadem is 
pouricg into her antagouisi five 52-pounder, and two 68-pounder solid shots, 
and not a single shot has the Mugere to give in return (or these. At the 
same tite the Niagara presents to her fos a surface for attack nearly 
three fimes as gieat as her foe presents to her. And further, as a 
matter of fect, the gans of the larger ship could not be worked with any- 
thing like the rapidity of the frigate’s guns; for every one of the IL-inch 
shells weighs more than even two men ean conveniently continue to raise 
for any length of time, and requires to be gut mto the gun hy cumbrous 
means, while the gun itveli is of such large proportions as to occasion great 
Iabour in working it. Moreover, every shell must be got up as it 
is required trom the shel'-roum below, while the solid shot of the frigate 
fie in abundance, ready to hand, round every hatchway, and close to the 
guus from which they are fired. In addition to all this, the whole of the 
guns of the Niagara are xt a considerable height, 15 feet from the water ; 
and, consequentiy, if there is @ little sea on, are rolied about through large 
angles, while those of the frigate, being near the water, are comparatively 
steady, and therefore aimed with a precision and destructive fleet which 


| are quite unattainable in the larger ship. We cannot therefore doubt that 
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in close fighting the Diadem would speedily capture her great, ungainly, 
and costly enemy. 

It would be absurd to sey that the Nivgura ia not designed to engage in 
close action, and would imvariably avow doing so. We may quote Sir 
Voward Dougas with advantage upon this point: “It wil not,” he says, 
“be wlways in the power of the commander of a ship, however desirous 
he may be of avoiding close action, 10 be «ble to secomplish that purpose ; 
for in thick weather, or in a dark night, vessels way unexpectedly fall in 
with, and be very near betore they discern, each other, These contingencies 
may happew, aud a close action may thus be suddeuly brought on’ In 
addition to these eventualities, there is the very provable ane of the ship 
falling short of fuel, avd being unable to avail herself of her steaming 
powers. . 

Next let the sama ati engage at long range. ‘The speeds of the two 
ships being supposed st-ll equal, we have only the relative merits of the 
armaments to consider in this case aleo. Nuw, it is well known that shells 
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are fired over great distances with fur less accuracy than solid shot, and 
alse that their range ismueh less, Shells are much more affected than the 
solid shot by the action of the wind, and are also very liable to irregular ro- 
tatvons, because of the want of coincidence between theic centres of form 
and centres of gravity, which tesults from irregalarities in the thickiess of 
the metal of tie shell, from the removal of a portion of the metal to form 
the fusee-hole, and from the weight of, and resistance upon, the fusee itself. 
By experiments made on board the Excedlend gunnery-ship, it was proved 
that the number of shells which struck the objects fired at, was only two- 
thirds of the number of sold shot which hit when fired under precisely 
similar circumstances. It was also ascertained that, at a distance of 3,000 
yards, the ditlerence between the ranges of ho'low shot (or shells) were be- 
tween 300 and 400 yards, while the differences between the ranges of the 
solid s/.ots did not exceed 200 yards, Now, we have as yet discovered 
nothing which induces us to think that the shell guns of the Niagare are 
to be unatterded by the ordinary drawbacks of shell guns. Ludeed, the ex- 
cess of their waynitude above that of our own 10-inch shell guns would 
manifes'ly tend to increase their comparative disadvantages. 

Sir H. Douglas, thin whom we know of no higher authority on these mat- 
ters, distinctly tells usthat, “A 10-inch gun for firing hollow shot (or shell) 
is inferior in range to a 68-pounder gun with solid shot. The difference of 
weight between these two pieces of ordnance, is only nine cwt., but the superi- 
ority of the latter in power of range, accuracy, and penetrating force, is of vast 
mowent in steam warfare . . . Comparing a 10-inch shell gun of 84 
cwt.,charge 12 Ibs, and a hollow shot of 84 Ibs., with a 68-pounder 
gun of 95 ewt., charge 16 Ibs., and solid shot, in respect to their range, we 
see that at an elevation of 1 deg. the difference of range is 142 yards, at 2 
degs. it is about 190 yards, in both eases in tavour of the lutrer; at 3 degs. 
the 68-pounder ranges about as far asthe 10-inch gun does at 4 degs. ; the 
range of the former at 4 degs. is greater that of the other at 5 degs.; and 
at higher elevations the differences in favour of the 68-pounder increase 
considerably, At 15 deys. the range of the 10-inch gun is 3050 yards, 
and that of the 68-pounder gun 3,673 yards... . It should be added 
that hollow shot (or sheil) bemg greater than solid of equal weight, are 
more liable than the latter to suffer lateral deflection from the action of 
the wind and other causes.” 

With these facts before us it is easy to predict that the Diadem, with her 
long-range, accurate, and effective Ch iecnaans in addition to her 10-inch 
shell guns, would deliver a far more effective fire into her huge antagonist, 
than the latter could hope to return, 

‘Thus we have seen that under both conditions—of close action and long- 
range—our cheap avd smal! ship is superior to the American experimental 
monster. It is also well worthy of remark, that the comparatively light 
draught of water of the Diadem would enable her to be used iv many 
operations to which the Niagara would be altogether inapplicable. 

Having thus set forth the respective inerits of the wareships which the 
surveyor of our owa navy has prepared, and of that which the American 
Government have produced, it ouly remsvins for us to state that the 
Niagara nas been found incapable of fulfilling the object for which she 
came to tis country, ‘Puls is a circumstance, however, which in no way 
affects her absolute qualities. The accommodation required is of an 
extraordinary extent, and such as it is not easy to obtsin, Lt is required 
to stow no less than 1,500 miles (weighing 1,200 tons) of elecine cable, 
im one piece, in each of two ships. In the Agamemnon, a ninety-gun 
steam ship of our own navy, we have tound a vessel whieh has a ais- 
possbie space inthe hold of no Jess than 45 feet in length, 47 in mean 
preadth, and about 12 deep; and if this will not take quite the whole of 
it, she has an extremely roomy orlop dec’, upon which a portion may be 
placed in sufficiently large coils. The Niagara does not, and we never 
expee’ed she did, contain clear spaces of wny'hing like the same exient. 
Our Governmeut will there'ore endeavour to supply a second ship adapted 
to the purpose, and the will of our American friends will be taken for the 
deed. ‘Lhe Niagara will however »ccompany the telegraphic expedition, 
and willseon, we trust, see the cable landed suecess.ully upon the side of 
the ocean whence she came.—Mechanics’ Magazine. 


FLOWER-SHOW AT THE CRYSTAL PALACE. 

FLowers and fine weather are novelties in May ; which accounts for it 
that poets have universally sung the praises of May flowers and May 
weather, to the bewilderment of all succe ding meteorologists and town 
gardeners; who, finding that month not oiten fair, and never very floral, 
have been forced to take refuge in the supposition that the climate has 
altered, and that what is now May used to be April. This theory is sup- 
ported by the testimony of all very old people; but then ave always lives 
inacold climate. No, it isthe contrast, and the novelty, the blessed anticipa- 
tion ofsumimer which breathes in May winds,and breaks out in May sunshine, 
which has driven poets crazy about the moath—and very naturally too, 

We account ‘or the great sucess of the floral show at the Crystal Palace 
Jast Saturday on the same principle. It is true that in mid-June as many 
people, and as fashionable, may attend such exhibitions, but we very much 
question whether they enjoy it as much; for the dav was a mid-June day 
come sooner aller winter, aud the mass of brilliant flowers freely displayed 
in the great conservatory on Penge Hull, were doubly splendid trom more 
immediate contrast with the modest crocuses, and the close-kept green- 
honse, of « month before. 

The number of flowers exhibited was Jargor than on any previous ecca- 
sion, and they were quite as beautiful, Their arrangement was also very 
good: and upon that, of course, much spores. A double stand ran from 
the centre of the building to the erystal fountain on tie south and the 
arboretum on the norih, and another was placed in the east transe:t oppo- 
site the grand orchestra, On these the flowers were ranged in triple rows, 
and the effect from every point of view was besuatul—from the galtery, 
almost magical, At ove glance was embraced an extensive mass of flowers 
of every imaginable hue, flanked on each side by the delieute orange and 
other choice trees the usual denizens of the palace, aud moving among them 
were crowds of grace‘ul women; forming altogether a scene which drove 
the artistic into an agreeable despair. 

Tu the transept the azoleas were in the ascendant—exhibiting a scintil- 
lating mass of the most radiant colour, 

On the stand running south from the transept was a display of fruit, 
small but most choice; huge grapes, magnificent pines, immense straw- 
berries, and tempting nectarines and peaches; one novelty in this ssetion 
was some raspberries trained in pots, Next came a fine collection of 
gloxianas, with their thistle-like flowers and variegated stems, Farther on 
were ities, aphelexis, fuchsias, pelargonians, and calecolarias, On the 
stand to the north were collections of orchids and eacti. 

The growing taste for the interminable var eties of heath and fern 
wonderlully delieate and chaste and beautiful as they are, was indi- 
cated by the immense collection of both with which the show was fur- 
nished, and which were always surronuded by crowds of admirers. 

A little beiore five the gong announced that “ the entire system of water- 
works” was about to slip the leash; but the entire system has mever yet 
heen fortunate as regards the weather, and some clouds and a little rain 
made their usual and inopportune appearance. 

Happily, however, the sky cleared just as the grand jet made its appear- 
ance, aud the whole played successfully for upwards of twenty minutes, to 
he great satisfaction of the company, which numbered two or tliree in- 
dividuals short of 18,000,

The paoo- 
raina is taken from the Sigual {iil, a solitary spot of considerable eievation, and 
embraces a full view of Freetown, with a great portion of the cae os on which 
it is situated, and an extensive view of tlhe estuary to the Ballom shore. To thie 
‘eft of the town is the harbour of St. George, the port which men-of-war on the 
station resort to, The other imland scenery is inéeseribably beautinul, and the 
various vljects which are represeuted on tle Bullom coast, on the waters, Ke., 
evoke the wish to be persoualiy present in the places depicted, spite of the 
fact of Sierra Leonc being the “white man’s grave. 
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LAW AND CRIME. 

Tne commercial men, named laylor, May, and Myers, have been 
commilted for trial by Alderman Llumphrey, on two distinct charges of 
couspiring to defraud. The circumstances were as follow. All three of 
the prisoners are described as “ agents,” a convenient designation much 
used in the City, but unfortunately ranging in its aceeptation fromm the 
highest class of mercantile middle-men, ‘o the lowest and most dulitable 
pretenders to commercial position, May and Myers appeur to have but 
one warehouse, and are connected by relationship. Myers has the repu- 
tation of a wealthy man, while May 1s ineisputably an uocertificated bank- 
rupt. This fact renders it difficult for him to trade in his own name 
with commercial men of ordinary caution. Therefore, the permission to 
transact business under cover of that of Aivers the opulent, the opportu- 
nity moreover of using tie same warehouse, would naturally be of ad- 
vantage to him, espreially in dealings with faciors at a distance ; who, 
although able to ascertain the awkward fact of the bankruptcy, eould 
scarcely be aware of the connection between himself and Myers. Now, 
if we imagive only for a moment, that it were possible for these two to 
contemplate a fread, say by obtaining a large quantity of goods from a 
manu‘aciurer, perhaps the best part o: the Unitea Kingdom to piich on as 
the location of that manufacturer would be Ireland, in preference to any 
other, whence the victim cou'd at once run up to London by rail, to see 
how matters steod. But if May orders the woods, the elanees are that 
they will never be sent. If Myers orders them, he must either pay for 
them or lose the advantage of his good eredit by a bankruptey, which will 
perhaps render his name in future transactions uo better than Muy’s. A 
third party must therefore be found, through whose hands the goous may, 
without leaviog upou him aay responsibility, pass directly to May, to 
whom re<ponsibitity can scarcely be an ebjection. If difficully arises, the 
name of Meeking is to be employed, but in such a marner as not lo cast 
upon him the actual liability, Aud Mr. Taylor, agent number three, is 
brought into the plot. ‘The development must show whether he is to be 
considered as a participator or an instrament. , 

Taylor applies to two Trish manu/acturers, respectively nemed Gorman 
and Lawson, for large quantities of goods, avd,on receipt of these, asks per- 
mission to sell them respectively to May. Mr. Lawson consents, and May 
receives the goods accordingly, paving for them—partly by cheques, partly 
by bills—the sam of £756 bevoud Taylor’s commission. Taylor uccepts two 
of the biils for £184 and £76, aud these are paid, the rest being waste 

paper. The goods are taken diree'ly from Taylors place to that of a 
coda, who buys goods oceasiovally of persons in diffieulties without 
asking questions, and at an enormons—one migitt say a flagrantly dishonest

Mr. Gorman pradently makes inquiries before assenting to receiving | 
May as a customer, and, as might be expected after such inquiry, declines 
him, and instructs ‘Lsylor seceo dingy. ‘Taylor returns the name of another 
proposing customer—a Mr. Myers—whom ‘e represents as good for a large 
amount “ without a qnestion,” Strange to say, although Taylor is evideutly 
so well acquainted with the position of Myers, athough he has been previ- 
ously forbidden to sell to May, he either dovs not know or refrains from 
informing his correspondent of the connection between the two. ‘This | 
appears to bear somewhat hewvely against him. On his own r presentanon, 
he is empowered to sell to Myers, and the goods are forthwith sent off to 
the warehouse held by Myers and May, where they are received by Muy, 
an transferred, in due course, to the gentleman who buys so much under 
cost price without inconvenient inquiries. Mr. Gorman and Mr, Lawson 
are both swindled. 

Taylor is in despair, He writes to Mr. Lawson, that May has been 
heard to be “off out of the country, and has robbed every one,” that he 
(taylor) learns that May has intercepted Gorman’s goods, sold to Myers 
and Co. (Mr. Gorman and Mr. Lawsoa, as fellow townsmen and manu- 
facturers, ate acquainted), and that he hears of a bill on May, due on 
Saturdsy, and not met. He entreats a reply, and as if to ensure one, asks 
whether he has put down one of his own bills sent to Mr. Lawson at the 
correct date. On the next day, he writes again, and abuses May soundly, 
although May has promised him (through a fmend), an interview the next 
day. He says, “ Pray wrife me whut 1 ean do to assi tyou. . . Anything 
and everything Jean do shall be done... Whatever transpires, | wiil 
either write to you, or telezraph.” Now these expressions, and indeed the 
whole letter, look suspiciously like an earnest effort to keep Mr. Lawson in 
Ireland. They had the result they ought to have had, and brought him up 
to London, and with him Mr. Gorman, 

Mr. Gorman receives legal advice that the value of his goods can be 
recovered from Myers, the goods having been ordered by him and delivered 
at his warehouse. Toy!or then appears to exert himse!! to get Mr. Lawson 
to make a civil matter of his loss. He writes to Mr. Lawson about a 
sunguine attorney, who is willing to try the ease for casts out of pocket, if 
unsuceessfal. “ Ii su,” adds he, “ you can fall beck upon May, and recover 
the five shillings offered,” (‘his appears to relate to some offer of a com- 
position) ; “ dud the fire shillings will Le paid down ai onee, if accepted by 
«ll parties.” Has wot this very much the appenrance of endeavouring to 
save an exposure by a friendly uegociation, or in defralt of this, to gain 
time by aa achon which, im any event, would stave off criminal pro- 
ceedings ? 

Lhe result, 90 far as we have seen, is the apprehension and committal of 
all three prisoners. On summing up the case on Mr Gorman’s charge, 
Mr. Alderman Hamphrey remarks, le is clear that Myers lends his name 
to Taylor, which euables him to get these goods; and that May was so 
connected with Myers and Taylor, that it was next to impossible for them 
not to know his transactions, or for any of them to be ignorant that these 
goods went to Meeking’s,” (the establishment where goods are purchased so 
advantageously). “I: May really did ivtercept the goods, it would have 
been a stealing beyond ati doubt, and if Myers and Taylor liad eniertained 
houourable intenticns, they would have applied to a magistrate for a 
warrant to —— May upon that charge, and if May had been given 
into enstody, Gorman would unquestionably have recovered his goods from 
Mr. Meeking, who, as they had beeo stolen from Taylor, would have had 
to give them up; not that, I presume, Mr. Mecking knew they had been 
stolen ; still, he would have had to make restitution, if such a course had 
beeu adopted.” 

Such 1s the opinion of the magistrate before whom the eharge is 
brought. We might perhaps scarcely have thought it necessary to lay 
before our readers su an abstract of the case, or to bring out so 
distinetly the points against the prisoner Taylor, but for a eeriain extra- 
ordinary element in the curious disclosures w: ich it has caused. Ou the last 
hearmg, the counsel for the prosecutors mentioned, almost exsually, that 
these gentlemen had now been in London three weeks upon this matter, 
and could not walk the streets, or stir a siep, without having threats held 
out to them for taking these proceedings. “ That,” said Mr. Lawson, 
“ is quite trae. When I was at en’ hag Palace the other day, a lady 
who keeps a stali for the sale of needles, held out threats to me if I pro- 
secuted these any further.” A few days ago a meeting of 
Taylor’s friends was at a City hotel, when several speakers expressed 
their convietion that he was “ quite ineapuble ” of acting in the manner 
imputed to him; that the charge against him was “ vile, malignant, and 
oppressive, but was bei»g pressed in a vindictive spirit almost onparal- 
leled in the annals of justice.” As to Taylor's capabilities, they can only 
be inferred from bis acts, and the remainder of tue passage ean only 
strike every impartial reader as a simple untruth, However, at this 
meeting resolations in his favour were pas-ed, a subseription was organised 
in his behalf, and it was agreed to vdvertise the result of the meeting in 
two daily papers Such a course is unw'se in many respects; it ean 
scarcely prejudice the cave, except to his detriment, by indacing a more 
suspicious examination of the facts agai sthim A meeting of the friends 
of Robson or Redpath could easily have been obtained, and been pre- 
vailed on to pass similar resolutions, mu/a/o nomine, The character and 
fate of Tvylor will depend, not upon the private opinions of such a meet- 
ing as this, but upon-the judgment of a select meeting of twelve im- 
partial men convened at another place and under very different cireum- 
stances. If these — him. innocent, he will not certainly be in 
any way indebted for the result to speeches made by personal admirers at 
Dolly’s Chop-house.

On Monday night a drama, announced as “original” in the bills, but 
every incident of which nevertheless smacked of French parentage, was 
produced at the Haymarket, under the title of “A Husband foran Hour.” 
‘The piece, which was entirely successful. notwilhstanding the improba- 
bilities of the situations, the lsck of ingenuity of plot, and the dulness of 
the dialogue, is by Mr. Falkoner, whese maiden dramatie effort, “'The 
Cagot,” was produced at the Lyceum last winter. 
is Ixid in France, during the reign of Louis the Sixteenth, and at the 
rising of the curtain we find Julie, the young Countess de Clairville (Miss 
Reynolds), residing with her mother at the tamily chateau in Dauphine, 
courted by the Marquis de Crévecour (Mr. H. Fraser); and the object of 
much fervent, but of course unspeakable love, on the part of one Robert 
(Mr. Buckstone), the head gardener. A visit from the family lawyer, how- 
ever, reveals the fact that Robert is the real Count de Clairville, and that 
Jule has no right to tne titles or estates ; upon the discovery of whieh, 
the Marquis breaks off the contemplated alliance, but offers to make Julie 
his mistress. Furious at this insult, the girl at once consents to marry 
Robert, with whose sentiments she is now first acquainted, provided that 
immediately the ceremony is over he will challenge the Marquis. He 
consents, the marriage takes place, the challenge given, and accepted ; and 
the unfortunate ex-gardener is run through the body and leit for dead. 

A lapse of three years taken place between the two “ periods” of the 
drama, and when we nextsee Julie, slic is residing with a friendat Paris, griev- 
ing over her wicked conduct in having sacrificed the life of an honest and 
brave man from a mere desire of revenge, aud resolutely bent on decliniug 
tne advances of the Marquis de C:¢vecour, who, now that she is again a 
countess, has renewed his honourable proposals. If she nourishes any 
penchant ,it is perhaps to acertsim Lord Thornley, an Englishman, who 
protects her from the persecution of the Marquis, and in whom ber 
strong interests have become awakened; but the story is brought to a 
sudden climax by the entrance of the supposed defenct, Couut Robert 
himself, in the rustic garments of three years ago. To the other actors is 
then expl.ined what has of course been long patent to the audience, viz., 
that Count Robert and Lord Thornley are one and the same person. 

The monstrous improbability of this story must be evident to every one, 
for even in the old melodrames we liad cloaks, wigs, bandaged eyes, and 
other concealn ent; but | ere a simple change of dress deceives a wife in 
the identity of her husband. However, with a Whitsuntide audience 
much goes down. and, eapitally acted as it was by the principals, “A 
Husband for an Hour” was a success. 


COMETS AND COMETARY INFLUENCES. 

Ir now being about fiiteen years sinve some great natural convulsion 
was predicted, by a few expected, and by a vast number feared, it is time 

rhaps for the recurrence of a similar panic, It has recurred, at any rate, 
i 1842, an earthquake was the black beast of the vulgar imagiuation ; ia 
1857, it is a comet. : 

It is true that comets are, for many reasons, very natural objects of appre- 
hension. Their velocity, their magnitude, their sudden and terrible ap- 

arance, but, above all, tieir eccentricity and appareut independence o 
aw, must excite wonder, and can scarcely tail to cause alurm ; esvecially 
as religion is ready to give form to an apprehension, to whieh philosophy 
itself has added colour, The great Newton’ himself held an alarming 
theory; and Whiston, the man whom Newton designated as his suce ssor 
at the University of Cambridge, followed with another. Newton con- 
Jectured that comets were “the aliment by which suns are sustained,” up- 
proaching the suns nearer and nearer from time to time, and ultimately 
falling into them. “1 cannot say,” said Newton to his nephew, when the 
philosopher himself had reached the sober age of eighty-three, “I cannot say 
when the comet of 1680 will fall into the sun—possihly alter five or six 
revolutions ; but whenever that time shall arrive, the heat of the sun will 
be raised by it to such a point that our globe will be burnt, and all the 
animals upon it will perish. The new stars observed by Uipparchus, 
Tycho, and Kepler, must have proceeded from such a cause, for it is im- 
possible otherwise to explain their sudden splendour.” 

But it 1s not our intention to collect alarmist opinions—on the con- 
trary, Aware that, while in France and in other parts of the Continent a 
protound panic exists, thousands of people are agitated even in panic-proot 
England, we have thought it our duty to go into the matter, and present 
the results of some care‘ul reading on the subject as briefly and explicitly 
as possible. ‘These results, it will be seen, are very re-assuring. 

ith the best inteutions to make the following remarks clear, however, it 
is impossible to avoid the use of two or three unfamiliar tenis, which we 
will explain at the outset. The wweleus of a comet is the bright central spot 
in the centre of its head ; the kernei of the comet, as it were. The nebule, 
or nebulous matter, of comets, is the mass of fine particles whieh forms tle 
haze that envelopes their bodies, aad of which some of them eatirely con- 
sist, The orbit of avy heaveuly bedy is the path im which it travels round 
the sun. 

THEIR ORIGIN, 

According to some astronomers, when we seek the origin of comets, we 
investigute the antecedents of this globe itself. Laplaee supposes that the 
original conditiva of the matter of whica all suns and worlds ae composed, 
was nebulous and formiess, like the matter composing tne tai's of comets. 
By the liws of gravitation, this nebulous matter, scattered through all 
space, commences to condense tuward certain centres. The perticles moving 
toward these central points meeting with usequat velocity, and in Opposite 
' directions, a rotarory motion is given to tue entire mass, which in 
form becomes round, or near'y su. Lf, by the radiation of heut, this 

spherical mass should contract im size, then its velocity of rotation would

satellites ia the same manner, Strange and fancitul as this spect 
Hou may seem, it at least accounts for ail the great features of the solar 
system. Lo one instance alone, we find the rings of matter solidified in 
coolog, instead of breaking up or breoming globular bodies. Uhis is found 
n the tings of Saturn, whieh present the very charae’eristics which would 
ensue from their formation according to the prece: ing theory; while, hu- 
many speaking, and according to all known law, the adjusiment ot these 
rings to the pliret would be impossible a/fer its formation. 

Granting the formation of a single sun by the nebular theory, and the 
formation of all other suns and systems is accounted for; and it would be | 
uecessary to include comets in the law. The advocates of this theory, who 
do inciude these eccentric bodies, hoid that they have their origin in masses | 
of nebulous matter, occupying a place within the influence of two or more 
great ceutres, and held nearly in eqailibrio, antil, finally, the atiraction o1 
some oue centre (say the sun) predominates, and the uncondensed {i my 
mass slowly descends within the influence of this controlling orb.

Onty those 
comets Which pursue an ellip- 
tic path perform successive 
and regular revolutions round 
the sun, or are to be regarded 
as belonging to our system. 
Comets which move in a para- 
bola (pp a) come in an al- 
most straight line from an 
infinite distance, and arriving 
within the sensible attraction 
of the sun, curve gradually 
toward it,swe p suddenly and 
swiftly round it, and then re- 
turning in a direction paral- 
jel to that in which they eame, 
shoot out into space and 
visit us no more. So with 
the hyperbola, except that 
comets whicl describe this 
path are drawn toward the 
sun and escape from its in- 
fluence im divergent and not parallel directions, as at 4 ha. These 
comets, in fact, the parabolie and hyperbolic, resemble in this respect the 
occasional meteors which are seen to illuminate the atmosphere. They are 
drawn within our system accidentally (if the word is admissible) and escape 
from it never to return. 

Arago divides comets into three classes, with reference to their physical 
construction:—solid opaque bodies; comets in which there is a nucleus, 
but not opaque, permitting the light to penetrate it ; and comets entirely 
destitute of any solid nucleus, consisting of matter much tiner and more 
attenuated than our own atmosphere, 

Some astronomers, however, deny the existence of any solid matter in 
comets ; asserting that even those nuclei which appear through their 
vaporous envelopes most brilliantly and planet-lise, are in fact. more or 
Jess transparent. On the contrary, it is argued that the great splendour 
of some recorded comets forbids the assumption that they were mere vapour, 
since vapour could not reflect such brilliant hght. Arago, in support of 
his « pinion, refers to several comets which are recorded to have been visible 
by daylight. OF these, the most remarkable is that which re-appeared forty- 
three years B.C., shortly afler the assassination of Czsar, and which was 
supposed by the Romans to be the soul of that great soldier aud statesman 
travsferred to the heavens; this comet is thought to be identical with the 
famous comet of 1680, Another which Arago instances was that which ia 
1532 first startled the people of Milan by an apparition in daylight ; its 
head appeared constantly in the morning before the sun, and was tliree 
times larger than Jupiter. This, however, is not regarded as irrefragab!e 
or conclusive evidence ; andthe actual result of ali observation on this sub- 
ject is, that if she existence of a solid substance in some comets is probable, 
itis at any rate not certain ; while the large majority of these bodies are 
beyond all doubt mere impalpable mas es, aériform or vaporous, 

This fact aloue must be very comforting tothe weak at this period—and 
indeed at all per ods—it Kepler did not exaggerate when he declared that 
there are more eomets in space than fishes in the ocean! Arago, again, 
calculates that not less than three and a half millions of eomets—and pro- 
bably twice that number—have passed through our system. Many hundreds, 
some of them of huge and most terrible aspect, are recorded to have been 
seen. And yet there is no single evidence that any planet of our system 
has at any time been disturbed, even in the smallest degree, by these erratic 
visitors. The comet whieh amazed the world just after the death of 
Caesar—again in 1]06, when it appeared “in similitude to the blaze of the 
sun, having an immense train;” once more in 531—a huge and terrific 
apparition, like a burning lamp; and lastly in 1680—came and went with. 
ont more discomfort to the earth’s inhabitants than was created by their 
own fears, for which of course it was n t responsivle, The appearance of 
this comet on the latter oecasion has been recorded. It came in splendour 
and swifiness from the regions of space, and plunging cownwards perpen. 
dieulariy, appeared to dircet its flight in such a manner that it must inevit- | 
ably plunge into the sun. This piece of micchiet, however, it was not 
destined to accomplish, Tnereasing its velocity as it approxched the sun, 
it swept round this body at the speed of a million of miles an hour, 
approacing it to within a distance of 235,000 miles, calculating from 
the centre of the eo wet to the surface of the san. It then commenced its | 
outward flight, throwing offa train of light which extended to the exermeus | 
distance of a hundred millions of miles. With the swiftness that belongs 
to comets only, it swept away from the sun, was gradually lost in the wide | 
deserts of space, and has never been scen since. Such was the coming and

But lest this should not be sufficient to 
astound the mind of the reader, we may mention that this distance of 
eiclity-tive thousand million miles is only about a third or a fourth of the

Phat the entire mass of most comets, and nearly the entire mass of the 
Test, 1s composed of far distant and infinitely minute particles, is proved in 
Various ways. ‘The comet of 1832, from whieh also the destruction of the 


| faith was anticipated, was seen by Sir John Herschel to pass over a small 


custer of most minute stars of tie sixteenth and seventeenth magnitude ; 
and the stars were distinctly visiblethrough the comet. “ The most tnfling 
fog would have effaced this group of stars, yet they continued visible 
through a thickness of cometic matter which must have exceeded 
filty thousand miles at least.” This comet is one of the few which pursue # 
regular course round the sun, like the planets ; and it is the only one which 
it the same time encroaches upon the path ot the earth, Ittravels throush 
t six years and three quar- 
ters; und once in this period, there fore, the earth and the comet sirive 
respectively at a point where it is possible they might meet, In 1832, the 


| panic was oceasioned by the fear that these bodies would meet at this 


point. ‘This, however, they did not. The comet passed it on the 29\h of 
October, the earth ou the 30th of November, when a distance o! fitty 


millions of miles separated them. In 1805, when there was no panic, the 


| distance between them at this point was only five millions of miles. 


Iv may nevertheless be observed with truth, as Dr. 
that, “ultiough the danger o: an encounter with comets whose paths 
are known be insignificant, the risk with relation to the far more nume r- 
ous class of these bodies whose motions are unascertained, and which pass 
coulinually among the planets, may be greater.” But this supposition 1s 
met by the science of probabilities—a science which experience has shown 
may, for all iotents and purposes, be classed with those which are called 
exact, And this is the result, as calculated by Arago and expressed by 
Lirdoer—* [t has been shown that, assuming the number of comets which 
p ss within the earth’s orbit to be the greatest that it can be imagined to 
be, and that the magnitudes of these comets be also the grautest that they 
can be couerived to be, the chances against a collision of the earth with 
any individual comet would be 281 millions to one.” This couclusion, 
which is based upou strict mathematical reasoning, will, we presume, be 
suflicient (o re-ussure the timid on this subject. 

Besides that stars ol a very inferior magnitude are visible through them, 
another peculiarity observable in comets of all the heavenly bodies alone 
goes to prove them merely vaporous. ‘his is, that the farther they 
recede trom the sun, the greater is their apparent size. Astronomers 
yeneraily agree that this phenomenon ia only to be accounted for in this 
way: that when a comet approaches near the sun the vapour which sur- 
rounds its nucleus becomes heated, and tnerefore expanded to a degree 
which renders it transparent and invisible: jast, to use Dr. Lariner’s 
felicitous iilusteation, as steam issuing from the safery-valve of a boiler is 
invisible at the moment of its escape, and assunes a greater and greater 
volume of whitish eloudy matter as its distance from the vaive and exposure 
to the condensing effect of the cold air inereases. 

Uhat the earth should one day find itself within the tail of a comet, how- 
ever, does not seem improbable when we consider the enormous lenuth to 
which these appeadages sometimes extend. We have already meationed 
that the tail of the comet of 1680, in retiring from f .e sup, measured no 
less than a hundred millions of miles—that is to say, it extenerd over a 
distance greater by one-twentieth than that which separates this sphere 
from the sua, But that is not the longest tail on reeord. ‘The comet 
which appeared in 1511 was followed by a train 130 millions of niles long ; 
while that of 1845 had a tail twiee the length of that of 1680—nanmi ly, 
200 millions of miles. This is so large a proportion of the entire space 
comprising the solar system, that the event of the garth’s immersion in a 
comet’s brush does not seem highly improballe, as it is nevertheless said 
by mathematicions to be. The consequences of such an event it is im- 
possible to foreknow, strictly sp:aking. Men of considerable reputation have 
held the opinion that the greater epidemical diseases which have from time to 
time appeared are attributable to the intermixture of cometary matter with 
our atmosphere ; but the fact that epidemics are generally local, and con- 
fived even to a few square miles, is of itself, perhaps, a sufficient objec ion 
to the theory. Not that it isthe only one. Another of the influences 
which have been attribated to comets, and that most frequently, vanishes 
upon investigation, It is —, supposed that cometary visitations are 
accompanied by excessive heat. That this has been the ease in one or two 
instances is certain; but the coincidence appears to be entirely accidental, 
since a compxrison of the temperature of the seasons at which the most 
remarkable comets appeared, goes to prove that, if auything, the balance 
is in the opposite scale—in an almost inappreciable dezree, it is true; but 
that is all the more satisfactory. 

The vast and luminous trains to which such wonderful powers have 
been attributed, make comets so peculiarly awful to the popular mind. 
‘The immense length to which they have been known to extend, 18 not at all 
disproportioned to their bulk. ‘Tne tail of the comet of 1811, whieh we have 
stated to have been one huedred and thirty millions of miles jong, had a 
bulk about five huudred and uinety million times the bulk of the earth ! 
But it is thought that these evormous trains of luminous matter are 
hollow; and for this reason ; A dark Jing 1s usually seen to divide the tail 
longitudinally, This is the appearance that would be presented were the 
tail hollow ; lor then we should look upon thicker masses of vapour at the 
edges than at the middle, 

Two other extraordinary characteristics belong to these ap} ndages. The 
first is the velocity with which they are thrown out from the head. The 
comet of L543 threw out its tail of 200,000,000 of miles in twenty days; 
that is, at the rate of 7,000 miles per minute. The other remarkable 
featwe is somewh t connected with the first—that the tails of comets are 
often tamed outward from the sun, instead of gravitating towards it, and in 
a diree'ion which also forbids the assumption that they gravitate to the 
nucleus of the —_ itself. Sir John Herschel came a at 
the lastreturn of Halley's comet, that its figure, enve and tail, cou'd pot be 
a figure of equilibrium under the law of pwr He is therefore 


compelled to bring ma repulsive force to explain the phenomenon. He

argues that the velocity with which the matter composing the tail has been 
known to shoot forth the head of a comet the sun, is far greater 
than that which the sun could give toa body falling fo it, even from an 


infinite distance, An energy of a different kind from itation, and far 
more powerful, must exist te produce such results. presence of such 
a power in the sun, capable of repelling matter of a certain quality existing 
in comets, would explain several difficult problems. Encke’s comet, {or 
instance, describes its path in our system in about three years and aquarter; 
but this period is shortened at every revolution, and time by time the coniet 
lalls nearer to the sun, Now if the sun possesses the power of repelling 
the waiter of comets in their perinelion passage (or at the point of their 
path which i neaiest to that lumiuary), a part of the matter thus repeiled 
may be driven entirely beyond the attractive influence of the nucleus, and 
be irreeoverab'y lost. The consequent diminw ion of the mass of the comet 
would involve a contraction of its path, and an abbreviation of the time in 
which it travels through thst path. A comet known as Biela’s was seen in 
1846 to separaie into two paris, each having a nucleus, the attendant 
nebulous haze, and a short tail; Sir John Herschel thinks it possible to 
account for that phenomenon on his hypothesis of a repulsive force. 

‘The theory, however, is not ony received by astronomers, The dimi- 
nution of the periodic time of Eucke’s comet is explained by others on 
the supposition of a resisting medium. Encke argued that a medium

might exist, of such exceeding tenuity as not sensibly to affect the move- 
ments of the ponderous planets, while a filmy mass of vapour such as this 
comet undoubtedly is (it has no nueleus) might be very sensibly retarded in 
its original velocity, and so give to the attraction of the sun a constantly 
increasing power. The objection to this medium is, that under its in- 
fluence (acting, it is true, over almost infinite periods), the comets must 
successively fall into the sun—if, indeed, the theory does not ultimately 
involve the destruction of the entire planetary system. 

HaS THE EARTH BEEN ALREADY IMMERSED IN A COMET’S TAIL? 

This question has been soberly discussed. On the same day in 1783 
(June 18), a dense fog appeared in the most distant parts of Europe, toueb)- 
ing also, in fact, upon the North American continent, and extending north 
and south from Sweden to Africa. This fog had these peculiar qualities : 
it lasted for a month; it wasas dense on the summits of the highest moun- 
tains as in the plains; it was unmoved by the winds, and aninfluenced by con- 
stant and heavy rains; in some places it completely obscured the sun, To

come to characteristics still more peculiar, it was absolutely dry ; and it was 
faintly luminous. We are told that, “in the total absence of moonlight 
the light proceeding apparently from the fog was sufficient to render object: 
visible at distances of two or three hundred yards.” 

In 1831 appeared a similar fog. It also was dry. It commenced in th 
north of Africa on the 3rd of August, appeared throughout France on the 
10th, in the United States on the 15th, and later in the month in China 
Tt enfeebled, and in some places effaced, the light of the sun; and it was 
so luminovs, that, while it prevailed, there was light enough at midnigh 
to - print almost as smallas any in this journal. Yet the stars were 
visible. 

It has been thought that this foz was, in each case, simply the tail of » 
comet, then supposed to be passing over theearth. To this idea, however 
there appears to be sufficient objections. With regard to the fog of 1831, iq 
was neither continuous nor uniform. With regard to both it has been ad- 
vanced, that the head of the comet, whose tail the fog was supposed tc

be, was not visible; which it must at some time have been, had it been 
present. 
THE CONSEQUENCES OF A COLLISION WITH A COMET. 
The consequences of a collision of the solid nucleus of a comet with the 
earth, are easy to be understood. Whenever, and in whatever direction the

comet struck this globe, it would have the effect either ot retarding o1 
ceelerating its motion ; and this would have an effect which Philosophy 
describes in these terms:—* Violent atmospheric commotions woul: 
ensue, The waters of the oceans and seas, thrown from their beds, wouk 
inundate the continents; rivers would change their directions, and eithe:

| run into new channels or inundate the surrounding plains; lakes would 


desert their positions, and would flow in any channels open to them, or 
would flood the surrounding countries; avimals would be precipitated 
against all solid objects near them with a force greater probably than that 


' of a cannon ball; trees would be torn from their roots; buildings wonld 


be overthrown ; and if the charge of motion were of a certain intensity, 
lofty mountain peaks would be cast into the aojacent valleys. It is evident 
that a general destruction of the organised world would be inevitable,”

But then there are 281 millions of chances against any such an event ; that 
is to say, we indirectly run an infinitely greater risk of destruction every 
time we get into a railway-carriage, or bestride a horse, or take the water, 
or send for a black draught, or take cucumber. One-half the earth’s in 
habitauts every day run millions of chances of being destroyed by flood or 
earthquake, more than by the visitation of a comet once in a long period 
of years. The fear 1s absurd. It is the fear of being brained with a» 
father. That comets are ponderable, and have a certain weight and sub- 
stance, is proved by the fact that they are subject to the laws of gravita- 
tion ; but the immense bu’k of these bodies (see the 18tn paragraph of this 
article), compared with the fact that their near approach creates no per- 
ceptible influence on any of the planetary bodies, alone proves that the 
matter of which they are composed is a thousand times less dense than our 
own atmosphere ; and if so, the passage of the earth through a comet would 

n all probability subject us to not the least inconvenience.

With a few words as to the expected comet we conclude. This is 
he comet which was first ooserved in 1264, and which re-appevred in 
(556. Its appearance then was magnificent in the extreme. Its tail was 
of an enormous length, and accordiug to the Chinese accounts, resemll-d a 
daming sabre. There is no certainty as to the period of its return; it ! as 
veen fixed by astronomers at some time between the present year and 1860. 

OUR ILLUSTRATIONS. 

The illustrations which accompany this paper, chiefly show the extraordi- 
nary changes which comets assume. The engraving of the comet of 1680 re 
presents the popular idea of these bodies, and we find the form nearly repeated 
in Halley’s comet as it appeared on October 3, 1835, and almost exactly as 
the same comet appeared on the 29th of that month. The celebrated six- 
tailed comet of 1744 preserves the elements of the same figure. But the 
very different shapes which Halley’s comet presented while visible from the 
earth (and which we have reproduced in this page), are not at all peculiar 
to that body ; they only form one of many eccentricities common to comets 
generally, We have only to add, that, should any of our readers desire to 
oursue this big interesting subject into detail, they may do so to advantage 
by consulting Lardner’s “ Popular Astronomy ” (second series), a work at 
»uce as lucid as learned, and moreover, very cheap. From it most of our 
‘llustrations have been copied by permission of the proprietors.
